There were indications that th-e 
federal government's intention to 
boycott

WINKLER CASE 
INQUE^ENDED 


Chicago Coroner's Jury 
Says Testimony Is 
Mostly Lies 


f;hicago, Oct. 30 
cor- 


oner's jury investigating tho slay- 
ing of gatigstor C.us Winkler to- 
day returned a verdict of murder 
by persons unknown an<l rocom- 
mondffd that coyinor's 
investiga- 
tions be abandoned as inoffoctual 
and serving only to advise crim- 
inals of the state's case 
against 
them. 


Tho Jury, mad«? up of pronu- 
nent citizens, studied tho Winkler 
slaying for 20 days. 
plann(id 
a 
sweeping 
investigation of 
gamb- 
ling 
and 
politics as a possible 
cause of the shotgun killing, and 
hoard a parade of witnessos only 
to declare: 


"This Jury has listened to tes- 
timony whose obvious untruthful- 
ness would ho amazing if it wore 
not tragic. Tho <'oroner's 
inquest 
Is ineffectual. T h e coroner's of- 
fice 
Is 
archaic and should bo 
abandoned. 
This 
investigation 
wa.s unsatisfactory to all and such 
investigations sorvo only to noti- 
fy criminals of the state's 
case 
against them." 


Georgette 
Winkler, widow of 
tho slain man, told tho jury: "I 
have no Idea who 
killed 
him. 
Why I thought 
everybody 
liked 
Gus. No, I don't know what his 
business was." 


Two policomen WIJO worked in 
tho district where 
Winkler 
was 
killed said they didn't 
recognize 
his 
name; 
Joseph 
Bergl, 
Cicoro 
automobile dealer and accused by 
police of being a maker of bul- 
let-proof 
custom-mudo 
cars for 
gangland, sold ho had automobile 
business dealings 
with 
Winkler 
but didn't know 
what 
Winkler's 
business was. 


Tho jury in j-eturning tlie ver- 
dict added that unless 
gambling 
laws can bo enforced, 
gambling 
should bo licenKed 
to 
provide 
revenue for tho city.
